Hire Receipts and 
Conditional sales 


At the Jast session of the Legisla 
ture an 
the ordinance respecting Hire R 
ceipts and Conditional Sales pro 
viding that in order to preserve the 
rights contained ther-sin, 
statement of the amount still 
for principal and interest and of all 
payments made on account of lien 
potes and hire receipts shall be filed 
within thirty days of the expiration 
of two years from the first filing, 
and thereafter shall be 
filed within thirty days of the ex- 
piration of one year from the day of 
the former filing. Where the first 
filing was made two years or more 
before the passing of the amend- 
ment the renewal shall be filed 
within six months of the date of 
the amendment. 

The umendment was passed on 
19th day of April, 1916, so that the 
time for registering renewals of lien 
notes and hire receipts originally 
filed two years or more prior to the 
19th day of April last will expire 
on the 18th day of October next. 

Renewals must have an affidavit 
attached setting forth that the state- 
ment is true and that the sale or 
bailment writing is not kept on foot 
for any fraudulent purpose or to 
defeat, delay or prejudice creditors 
and they must be filed in the regis- 
‘tration district where the property 
is situated at the time of the muak- 
ing of the statement. Parties hold- 
ing lien notes or hire receipts who 
do not file renewal statements as 
required lose their flen on the goods 
ar chattela,

Big Munition Contracts 
Value of Shell Deliveries in Canada 
Average Nearly a Million 
Dollars a Day 


The announcement that the Imper- 
ial Munitions Board has received from 
the British government further orders 
for $35,000,000 worth of heavy shells 
for delivery early in 1917, brings the 
total of orders in Canada for shells 
and high explosives up to over half a 
billion dollars, The new order in- 
cludes mainly 6-inch and nine point 
2-inch shells. 


| 


r Canada has delivered a little 
over $200,000,000 y orth of shells, At 
the present time deliver re aver- 
aging nearly $1,000,000 w orth per day. 
By the end of the year, Chai:man 
Flavelle, of the munitions board, says 
the output will be at least $35,000,000 
worth per month, About $300,000,000 
worth of orders are now in process of 
being filled by some four hundred 
Canadian firms, The new fuse-mak- 


ing plant established near Montreal 
is now in satisfactory operation and 
Canada can now produce for Great 
Britain over a score of thousands of 
shells every day, all ready for the ar- 
tillery at the front to fire, 

The chief difficulty now is that 
there is a general scarcity of labor. 
Thousands of men who might have 
been available for munitions work 


have been recruited and sent to the 
front. New workers are being train- 
ed but shell contractors report great 
difficulty in procuring them, 

As one means of meeting the situa- 
tion, the munitions board és now urg- 
ing ‘the recruiting of women to work 
in munitions factories. In Great Brit- 
ain there are now tens of thousands 
of girls and women employed and

A Call to the Towns 


When Roads Through Country Points 
Are Kept in Better Repair Than 
in the Towns 


It is high time that the rural sec- 
tions of America called to the towns 
to mend their ways and their streets 
This is our conclusion after a sum- 
mer tour of hundreds of miles through 
a prosperous country. We found high- 
ways in rural sections well men and 
comfortable, but there was a far dif- 
ferent story in the small cities and in 


the numerous towns and villages 
through which we passed. The main 
country roads were smooth boule- 


yards compared with the streets in 


the average town or In some 
plac where the homes were hand- 
some and the factories busy the 


strects were full of holes 

It was a striking illustration of the 
greatest road failure in America, Small 
cities and towns have lagged. A roads 
expert, whg has recenily — travelled 
over most of the country, says the 
fault is general. In the past five 
years the rural situation has vastly 
improved, but the small city and town 
showing is sad. When you near a 
settlement you begin to bump, 

For this the explanation is that the 
town or city has too much local poli- 
tics. A banker said to us: “We have 
two factions and each is so busy fight- 
ing the other that nothing is done for 
the town,” It is a great pity. The very 
communities that ought to be aligad 
on good thoroughfares are behind, 

Perhaps farmers might jog them in- 
to right action by taking 
ronage to towns and cities that pro- 
vide good streets to travel over.— 
Country Gentleman, 


Interesting Discovery 


Skeletons of Indians, Horned and 


Very Tall, Have Been Found 

Prof, A, B, Skinner of the American 
Indian Museum, Prof. W. Kk. Noore- 
head of the Phillips Andover Acad- 
emy, and Dr, George Donohue, Penn- 
sylvania State Historian, who have 
been conducting a party of scientists’} 
research along the Valley of the Sus- 
quehanna, have uncovered an Indian 
mound at Tioga Point, on the upper 
portion of Queen Ester’s Flats, on 
what is known as the. Murray Farm, a 
‘short distance from re, Pa., which 
promises rich additions to Indian lore, 
n the mound uncovered were found 
the bones of sixty-eight men which 
are believed to have been buried seven 
hundred years ago. The average 
height of these men when the skele 
tons were assembled was seven fe 
while inany were much taller, Further 
evidence of their gigantic size was 
found in large cells or axes hewn from 
stone buried in the grave, On some 
of the skulls two inches above — the 
perfcetly formed forehead were pro- 
bone, evidently horns 
that had been there since birth, Mem- 
bers of the expedition say that it is 
the first discovery of its kind on re- 
cord,

SCENTS THAT ARE SWEET 


Advice About How to Use Dainty 
Sachet Powders 


There are many women who delight 
in sweet perfumes. There are few 
well bred women nowadays who use 
scents so that they could possibly be 
objectionable to others. And this is 
well. For there are some persons who 
are truly distressed by perfumes, So 
before indulging your own liking for 
them, it is well to remember that your 
next-door neighbor at the theatre may 
find them very unpleasant—and there- 
fore plan to buy and use very delicate 
perfumes. 

Sachet powder is a very good way 
of distributing your favorite perfume 
daintily among your clothes, and there 
gare many duinty sachet holders in the 
shops.
